REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses or suggests that a method of compensating for dc offset of a received 
signal transmitted over a channel having a plurality of paths, the received signal 
comprising a modulated data signal and modulated known training sequence signal bits, 
the method comprising the steps of: constructing from the first regression matrix, a trend 
matrix wherein each column of the trend matrix is a path-trend vector; deriving a 
neutralized second regression matrix from the first regression matrix and the trend 
matrix; and utilizing the neutralized second regression matrix to compensate for dc 
offset of the received modulated data signal; and furthermore calculating the unbiased 
channel estimation using the neutralized second regression matrix. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
